earth startling p ictu res of a wild 
and wond rou s terrain. 
Air Force Col. Frank Borman, 
Nav y Cap t. Jam es A. Lov ell Jr. 
and Air Force Maj. William A. 
And ers joined the ranks of histo­ 
ry ’s p remier ex p lorers at 4:59 
a m. EST tod ay when they fired 
Ap ollo 8 into a p erfect lu nar or­ 
bit. 
They gazed in astonishment at 
a sight nev er before seen by 


man—the backsid e of the moon 
that constantly hid es itself from 
earth. 
It was akin to Colu mbu s sight­ 
ing the New W’orld . Balboa star­ 
ing d own at the Pacific or De 
Gama rou nd ing the Cap e ot 
Good Hop e. It was Ju les Verne. 
Bu ck Rogers and Flash Gord on 
all wrap p ed u p in a neat Christ­ 
mas p ackage for the ad v entu re- 
lov ers of the world . 
The astronau ts then zip p ed 
arou nd to the front sid e to beam 
to earth d ramatic p ictu res, ac­ 
comp anied by a v iv id word d e­ 
scrip tion. 


To Beam Message to Earthlings 


As the three astronau ts look 
back across 231,000 miles to 
their home p lanet this Christ­ 
mas Ev e. they are ex p ected to 
beam a message to earthlings, 
calling for p eace and u nity in a 
trou bled world . 
The p lea cou ld come in a tele­ 
v ision show p lanned to start 
from the streaking Ap ollo 8 cab­ 
in at 9 :31 p .m. 
That wou ld be abou t 3Mt hou rs 
before the astronau ts are to fire 
their sp aceship engine to shoot 
ou t of lu nar orbit and head for 
home, 
aiming 
for a 
Frid ay 
morning land ing in the Pacific 
Ocean. 
The engine fired them into an 


initial orbit raning from 6 9 to 
193 miles high. A second firing 
d u ring the third lu nar orbit cir­ 
cu larized the p ath at abou t 70 
miles abov e the su rface. 
Abou t the same time. Ap ollo 8 
swep t p ast the halfway p oint of 
the p lanned mission of six d ay s 
and three hou rs. 
“It looks like p laster of p aris, 
or sort of gray ish beach sand .” 
was Lov ell’s first imp ression of 
this alien celestial bod y that has 
awed man since his beginning. 
Two and one-half hou rs later, 
the astronau ts flashed the scene 
to home telev ision sets with the 
same camera that Mond ay had 
relay ed p ictu res of the earth 
from 200,000 miles away . 


Reflection Dulled Some Features 


The bright reflection of the 
su n d u lled some of the featu res, 
bu t v iewers cou ld not help bu t

Earthlings were treated to a

It looked like a most inhos­ 
p itable p lace, a scene of d esola­ 
tion more comp lete than any Sa­ 
hara.

150 miles, he d escribed the su r­ 
face as "whitish-gray , like d irty 
beach sand with lots of foot­ 
p rints in it." 
Naming u nnamed craters alt­ 
er astronau ts, inclu d ing them­ 
selv es, And ers tu rned lu nar tou r 
gu id e with su ch d escrip tion as: 
“We’re p assing ov er crater 
Borman 
right 
now.

The telev ision was beamed 
after Ap ollo 8 a tiny sp eck in 
limitless sp ace, whirled throu gh 
its second of 10 p lanned orbits ct 
the moon. 


Each Pass Takes About Two Hours 


Each p ass takes abou t two 
hou rs. 
The sp acecraft was injected 
initially into an orbit ranging 
from 6 9 to 193 miles abov e the 
su rface. 
The astronau ts are to shoot 
themselv es ou t of orbit at 1:06 
a m. Wed nesd ay and start the 
58 -hou r retu rn to earth. 
The momentou s orbit inser­ 
tion climax ed a 6 9 hou r jou rney 
that started Satu rd ay at Cap e 
Kenned y in which the astro­ 
nau ts, like three wise men of 
the p ast, gu id ed themselv es to­ 
ward a bright object in the 
heav ens.

The Civ il 
Rights Act signed by Presid ent Johnson last 
April 11 so far cov ers only hou sing bu ilt or sold 
with fed eral assistance, su ch as apartments 
built u nd er m o rtg a g es insured by the 
Fed eral 
Hou sing Ad ministration o r homes sold u nd er 
FHA-insu red lo a ns 
Bu t beginning Wed nesd ay , the act baas racial 
d iscrimination in rental « apartment bu ild ing;, 
howev er financed , « and in the sale of newly 
bu ilt, single-family homes in d ev elopments. 


THE FIRST STAGE was effectiv e u pon en­ 
actment. It was estimated to cov er only abou t 3 
'to 4 per cent of the 
co untry 's homes. The sec­ 
ond step, which 
g o es into effect now, cov ers 
ebou t 30 to 40 per cent of ho using . Jan. 1, 1970, 
the ban will ex tend to all single family , owner- 
occu pied homes sold thro ug h a real estate bro­ 
ker. 
The Ju stice Department on Ju ly 23 filed the 
first of an ex pected series of su its u nd er the 
1968 Civ il Rights Act The su it charged racial 
bias in connection with three su bd iv isions in 
Baton Rou ge. La 


The su it alleges the d efend ants hav e sold 
hou ses in su bd iv isions only to white persons and 
hav e “engaged in a pattern or practice of ra­ 
cial d iscrimination ’’ Specifically , it charges the 
d ev elopers either hav e refu sed to sell to Ne­ 
groes or hav e represented faise'v to Negroes 
that homes weren’t av ailable. 


The final report of the National Commission 
**The Commission recommend s (a) the enact­ 
ment of open hou sing legislation by the 28 
States not now hav ing an open hou sing law; (b) 
the strengthening of the ex isting 22 slate open 
hou sing laws; 
ici the ena ctment of open hou s­ 
ing ord inances by all cities and u rban cou nties 


now withou t su ch ord inances: and id ) the v ig­ 
orou s enforcement of open hou sing by all lev els 
of gov ernment.” 


THE REPORT SAID: “The commission con­ 
sid ers legislativ e and ad ministrativ e action pro­ 
posed here and cov ering all resid ential d welling 
u nits as the minimu m legal, moral and sy mbol­ 
ic basis from which the nation can proceed to 
attack the 
moral 
crisis 
confronting 
u rban 
America.” 
The U.S. Su preme Cou rt last Ju ne 17 barred 
racial d iscrimination, priv ate or pu blic, in the 
sale or rental of property . The d ecision went 
back to the Civ il Rights Act of 18 66, re-enacted 
in 18 70, which read : 
“All citizens of the United Stotes shall hav e 
the same right, in ev ery state and territory , as 
is enjoy ed by white citizens thereof to inherit, 
pu rchase, lease, sell, hold and conv ey real and 
personal property .” The cou rt ru ling cov ered 
only ind iv id u al transactions; the 1968 act of 
Congress is mu ch broad er, inclu d ing su ch m at­ 
ters as real estate listings. 


AN EARLIER STUDY of the Commission on 
Urban Problems, released Nov . 25 , said that 
pu blic hou sing had been “ tragically d eficient” 
in strengthening ind iv id u al and family life. In a 
related d ev elopment, the Urban Coalition, a pri­ 
v ate organization, u rged states to take a more 
activ e role In the hou sing area. 
The National Commission on Civ il Disord ers 
has reported that the cou ntry need s six million 
su bsid ized hou sing u nits by 1972. Presid ent 
Johnson estimates that the cou ntry need s 26 
million more homes by 1978. Gloomily , The 
American Bu ild er observ ers that the hou sing in­ 
d u stry d oesn’t hav e “the financing, the man­ 
power, the inclination or motiv ation to bu ild the 
kind of hou sing need ed in the q u antity need ed .” 


U.N. Appointment Was Logical 


Many were su rprised by Presid ent-elect Nix ­ 
on’s appointment of retired career d iplomat 
Charles W. Yost as this nation's ambassad or to 
the United Nations. Specu lation had centered on 


R. Sargent Shriv er, cu rrent ambassad or to 
France. 
Althou gh Ambassad or Yost’s name was pract­ 
ically u nknown to the American pu blic, he ap­ 
parently is held in high regard by tho>e in the 
d iplomatic serv ice who know him and hav e 
worked with him. 


HIS E X P E R I E N C E in nu merou s posts 
throu ghou t the world d u ring his 33 y ears in the 
d iplomatic serv ice hav e mad e him v ery well 
q u alified for the U.N. ambassad orship. 
In recognizing the q u alifications of his new 
appointee, Presid ent-elect Nix on sa;d the ap­ 
pointment of Mr. 
Yost, 
a 
Democrat, 
was 
“ probably one of the best appoin’ments I hav e 
mad e.” 
And former U.N. Ambassad or Arthu r J. Gold ­ 
berg. for whom the new ambassod or was No. 2 
man, paid him the highest compliment possible 
when he said : “There is no d iplomat for whom 


I hav e a higher regard .” 


Described as an ex pert on the Mid d le F« ast. 


Ambassad or Yost shou ld be ex tremely effectiv e 
in ad v ancing this nation's position relativ e to 
that cu rrent crisis are* of the world . He will 
speak with first-hand , not second -hand knowl­ 
ed ge of the situ ation. 


IT WILL BE INTERESTING to observ e how 
Ambassad or Yost, who is d escribed as u nspec­ 
tacu lar bu t scholarly , will fare in d ebate with 
the more flamboy ant speakers of the table- 
pou nd ing ty pe. 
Althou gh the appointment of a career d iplo­ 
mat represents a break from past trad ition, 
which seemed to call for d esignating a political 
figu re of world statu re to the post, it is a sensi­ 
ble mov e. 
We end orse Ambassad or Yost’s appointment 
and wish him well.

The y ou th of the old bru tal gangs hav e forgot­ 
ten their feu d s. They let off steam either bat­ 
tling each other in the ring or howling at each 
other, or whopping it u p for their winning team 
when it meets the sq u ad sent u p from Pu erto 
Rico for the interzonal championship bou ts. 
Now ev ery bod y wants in. So ed itor Stanley 
Ross and “coach” Martv Cohen are opening u p 
Gu antes Latinos. Ev ery bod y can come in who 
wants to q u it fighting on the streets and battle 
in the ring — white, black, Spanish-speaking, or 
local Ind ians. 
Cohen and Ross tell me they ’ll hav e at least

Last Mile 
Trudge

Capital pu nishment, on the d own trend fw 
y ears In the United States, finally hit rock 
bottom In 1966. 
The v ear has passed withou t a single ex ecu 
tion. the first on record since the Fed eral Bu 
reau of Prisons has been keening statistics. 
It has not been for lack of cand id ates. Le­ 
gally , the su preme penalty is still v erv mu ch 
•liv e in this cou ntry . It is on the books In most 
states for mu rd er, and in some instances other 
maior crimes, and can be imposed for 29 fed ­ 
eral crimes, from presid ential assassination 
and espionage to rape in maritime fu risd lctlons. 
Bu t for a nu mber of reasons — Increasing 
pu blic concern, a persistent ablotlon mov ement 
and increasingly close scru tiny bv the cou rt« 
of an Increasing nu mber of appeals — the 
ex ecu tion, if not the inv oking penally , has been 
stead ily d eclining. 


THE STORY IS IN the statistics. Not so long 
ago annu al ex ecu tions in the United States 
were nu mbered in the hu nd red s. As recently 
as 1930. the total was 165 . Ten v ears ago it wa 
iown to 49. And In the oast fiv e v ears - 196° 
ti; 1964. 15 : 1965 . 7 ; 1966. 1; 1967. 2 - it has 
shru nk to the cu rrent v anishing point. 
Death as the most sev ere pu nishment for 
transgressions against the social ord er 
is ** 
old . or old er, than civ ilization IDelf. Opposi­ 
tion. on ethical and practical grou nd s, is ju st 


as ancient. 
. 
The argu ment most freq u ently ad v anced in 
su pport is its v alu e as a d eterrent. Opponents 
cou nter that most capital crimes are u npre­ 
med itated . committed on impu lse, or bv warp­ 
ed mentalities, with no thou ght to fu tu re pu n­ 
ishment. In practical terms, thev argu e, capi­ 
tal pu nishment fu nction* not as a d eterrent 
bu t as a means of oiiblic rev enge. 
The abolition mov ement ha* been miking 
slow progress in rev ising laws. Elev en atatei 
— Alaska, Hawaii. Iowa, Maine, Mk*ig*R. Min­ 
nesota. North Dakota. Oregon. Rhod e Mjjnd j 
West Virginia and Wisconsin - 
h a v e aboliihed 
the d eath penalty . Two others - Hew Y e n 
and Vermont - restrict It to caplUl crime* 
against police or prison personnel. And the 
Johnson ad ministration ha* proposed abolition 
of the penalty for fed eral crimes. O ngress, 
howev er, has shown itself in no hu rry to net. 


THE MOST TELLING BLOW is more likely 
to come in the cou rts than in the legislatu res. 
A Su preme Cou rt test — on the probable 
grou nd s that the penalty v iolates the constHu ; 
tonal ban on “cru el and u nu su al pu nishment 
— is regard ed as inv itable. A recent cou rt d e­ 
cision that opponents of capital pu nishment mav 
not be ex clu d ed from lu ries is alread y a m a­ 
ior factor in the greater attention state cou rt« 
are giv ing to appeals. 
Is capital pu nishment reallv on the way ou t 
Probably not. at least not v e t For one thing, 
general rev u lsion at su ch crimes aa assassina­ 
tion* of pu blic figu res, mass mu rd ers and kio- 
nappings works in fav or of keeping d ie penalty 
on the books, at least in reserv e. 
Bu t the application is likely to continu e to 
become stead ily lees freq u ent and su bject to 
stricter stand ard s. Barring a su d d en and u n­ 
likely rev ersal of the trend of the past ha l 
centu rv . the ex treme oenalty will be resorted 
to onlv In the most ex treme circu mstances. 
A Sto ry of Growth 


Gov . James A. Rhod es’ theme of “jobs and 
progress" is familiar to all Ohioans and is be 
coming better known ou tsid e the state — and .

Mr. Neu enschwand er said the fantastic growth 
in the last fiv e v ears has cheated more than 
600,000 new jobs. 
The Bu reau of Unemploy ment Serv ices sai 
the Ohio jobless rate in October (latest figu ra 
av ailable) was 2.9 per cent compared with 3. • 
per cent nationally . 


It is new growth and employ ment figu res like 
these that maks Gov . Rhod es imperv iou s to 
barbs and jibes abou t his emphasis on Ind u st’ 
al ex pansion. 
He's making his point.

Commerce Dept. Expects 
Sizable Increase In GNP 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The! 
Commerce 
Department 
says I 
there will be a “sizable in­ 
crease” in the gross national 
product for the fourth quarter 
ibis year despite government ef­ 
forts to hold down the econo­ 
my's inflationary rate of expan­ 
sion. 
The increase in the October- 
December quarter, was not giv­ 
en in exact figures but estim at­ 
ed as "not much different from 
the rise in tile third,” when the 
(revved up economy confounded 
the economists with a GNP in­ 
crease of $18.1 billion to a sea­ 
sonally adjusted annual rate of 
$871 billion. 
Government economists had 
hoped the third-quarter GinP, 
which 
represents the m arket 
value of all the nation’s goods 
and services and thus provides 
a convenient widow on the econ­ 
omy's inflation problems, would 
move up no more than about $12 
billion. 
When it went steaming past 
this target. Chairman Arthur M.

A white Christmas seemed a 
certainty for most of the north­ 
ern half of the nation today as 
fresh snows piled into the West 
and East and zero cold locked 
the midlands in the remnants of 
a highway-clogging storm. 
A new Pacific storm lashed 
the northwest with gales and 
soaking rains along the coast 
and flung heavy snows inland 
from the Cascades and Sierras 
I to the northern Rockies.

Apollo 8 earlier had been 
caught in the grasp of lunar 
gravity and was zipping along 
at about 5,700 miles an hour 
when it darted behind the back- 
side. 
Allowed to continue on this 
course, Borman, Lovell and An­ 
ders would have whipped once 
around and back and headed 
back to earth—one of the mis­ 
sion’s built-in safety valves in 
case the engine failed to ignite. 
The firing slowed the speed to 
about 3,700 miles, the speed nec­ 
essary to orbit the moon. 
Tension built rapidly in Mis­ 
sion Control as Apollo 8 bore 
down on the moon. 
“410 nautical miles . . . 350 
miles ... 280 miles ...” count­ 
ed down a voice in Mission Con­ 
trol. 
“ We’ve got our lunar 
maps ready,” Lovell comment­ 
ed. 
'We have loss of signal,” Mis­ 
sion Control reported at 4:49 a. 
as Apollo 8 slid behind the 
backside. 
Borman, Lovell and Anders 
will gaze down at the wild and 
wondrous
